On the 10th fost, the cqurt alttlog at Harrisburg, 
epuered juigent in the esses of Koeedler nbd 
Sthers, againat the provost marshale of thie olty, In 
{avor of the complainants, granting the preliminary 
tnjunctions arked for, The eatea wero argued im 
thie city, before # full bench, by counsel for the com- 
piniosote only, the United States not being ropro- 
Fonted, They came up on billern equity, filed by 
the complainants, who were dratted mea of this 
elty, prastog for Injunctiona to restrain the provost 
qoarehials from proceeding with the draft, the ground 
boing tho alleged uncocatitutionality of the conscr\p- 
ton act. Tho opinion of the majority, viz: Ohief 
Justice Lowrle, and Justices Woodward and Thomp 
‘son, was delivered by Ohlet Tuntlee Lowrle—Jus 
tices Strong and Read both diseent. The opinions 
aro too levgtay for our columne, but n brief abatract 
may not be uninteresting, The oplolon oaye :

Bul 
jor of Congrest Iv {ofented to provide meana 
Jor supprosiug the rebellion, yet it la apparent 
ere Ie ia mot founded on the power of “calltvg 
frat, ‘the militis,” for thoeo who aro drafted uader 
fortave not Deon atmed, organized, and disolplined 
vader State officers, aa the Gonatitution require

Tt Ja, therefore, only upon the power to rato 
armies that thie ‘act cso be founded, sud as this 
Power Ia undisputed, the question ta wade to turn 
Pathe auxiliary power to pags ‘all Inve which 
ghall be necessary and proper” for that purpore.— 
‘Art 1, 8 15.- It 18 therefore » question of the mode 
Of exercising the power of raising armies, Is tt ad~ 
fulesible to call forced recrultiog 8 neccesary and 
Praper” mode of exerelslon this power? 

The fact of rebellion would not ecom to make it 
fo, becsuee the Inaileguacy or Insufficiency of the 
perniavent and active forcea of the Government for 
Buch s case ls expremly provided for by the power 
fo call forth the Usually dormant furee, the milltin ; 
and that, therefore, in tho only remedy allowed, at 
Joant util it has beou fully trict! and failed, aocord: 
ing to tho maxima, ¢xpressto units est e=clusio allernos. 
and czpresum facit cessarl tacitum. No other mole 
enu bo necersay snd. proper to long as n provided 
mode remaion lintried ; anu the forces of these taax- 
Ime ie inoreased by the express provision of the Con- 
atitution, that powers not granted are reserved, acd 
nove shall be implied from the coumeration of those 
which are reserved. Amendments 9, 10, A granted 
Fomedy for a given ease would tercfore avers to Cx- 
Slude pil wngranted ones. Or, to say the feast, the 
fllitia vot having been called forth, ft does not’ sod 
cannot appeat that another mode ‘is neccesary for 
suppressing tho rebellion: 

Thouga, therefore, this act waa paseed to provide 
meana lor suppreasiog the rebellion, yot the authori: 
ty to pass it docs not depcodt upon the fact of re 
bellion, ‘That tact authorizes forced lovies of the 
militia yater their own State officers, but not for 
tho regular army. 

Hut it 1s not important thnt Congress may have 
atcigocd an innufilclent reason for the Iw. If It 
may pasa auch a law for ony reason wo must custaio 
it for that reaton, The question then Is, may Con 
greta, independent of the fact of rebellion or inva. 
Sion, make forced levica In order to recrult the regu 
Isr army, 

Tit mas, it way do #9 evea when no warexiats 
or threatens, and make this the regular mode of re- 
eruiting. It may disregard all covelderatione of 
‘age, joccupation, profession, aud offloial station ; It 
may take our Governors, legtelatora, heada of State 
epartmenta jodgee, sheritfe, aad all faferlor oflcers, 
snd all our clergy and publio teschere, and leave 
the State entirely dizorgantzeds st may nduit no 
binding rule of equality or proportion for the pro 
tection of Individuals, States, snd gestions. To all 
other matters of allowed forced contribution to 
the Union, Jutier, importa, exercizes, and direct 
taxos, nod organlzing and ttalniog the militis, the 
rule of uniformity, equality or proportion, Is fixed 
Inthe Conatituriod. It could not be ao in oallicg 
out the mulitis, because the emergency of rebellion 
or invasion does not alwase sUow of this. 

‘But for the recruiting of the army ao euch reason 
existe ; and yet, contrary to the rule of other cates, 
If temas be recruited by force, we tind no regulation 
or ilmitation of the exercico of the power ro 
prevent Jt from velng arbitrary ud partial, 

ence we infer that auch s mode of raising armies 
was not thought of acd was not granted. If any 
uch mode bad beea in the intention of the fatbera 
of the Constitution, they would cartaluly have aub- 
jected it to some rulo of equality or proportion, and 

Yo come restriction in favor of Stato rigute, aa'they 
have done In other eases of compulsory contribu. 
tore to Federni veceasi}es. We are forbidden 0} 
the Constitution {rota {oferring the grant of this 
power from itnot belog caumerated ne reserved; 
Bod the rule that what is vot granted is reserved 
operates In the same way, and Je equivalent to the 
Jnrgent bill of right. 

Put even if it be admitted thet tho regular army 
mas be rectuited by foreed Jovics, it does not seem 
tome that the constitutionality of this act is decl- 
ded, The question would theo take tke narrowor 
form. Ie this mode of coercion constitutional! 

Ttecems to me that it ie 60 cszentinlly incompati- 
blo with the provisions of the Constitution relative 
to the militia thatit cannot be. On this subject, as 
on all othera, all powers not delegated are rexerved, 
Thi power Ia not expressly delegated, avd cannot 
be impliedly to, if incompatible with any reserved 
orgracted power. Thisea not only the oxprese 
Tule of the Constitution, but it is necessarily #0 ; (or 
We kbow the extent to whlch State functions were 

pated by the Federal Constitution oaly by the ex: 
promt or necessarily implied terma of the Inw or 
Compact in which the abatement 4s provided for. 
‘And thie io the rule in rogard to the common law ; It 
in changed by statue only 0 far as the expresslon of 
the statue requires it to be, 

Now, the militia wae a State Inotitution before 
the adoption of a Federsl Constitution, nud muat 
continue 60, except co far as that Constitution 
changes It; that io, by eutjectiny St, uoder State 
olllcers, to organization apd training according to 
ore ualtorm Federal law, and to be called forth to 
auppress insurrection 2nd repel Invasion, when the 
ald of the Federal Goveroment 1a necded, and It 
needs this force. For this purpose it ia a Federal 
force; for all otberait Io & State force, ad it lo 
called'in the Constitution “the militia of the seve 
Fal States,” 2, 2,1. It ls, therefore, the standing 
force of the States, ax well as, in certain epecifed 
Teepects, the standing force of the Union. And the 
right of the States to have it is not only not granted 
away, but ft is expressly reserved, and ita whole 
history ehows its purpose to be to secure domestic 
travquility, euppreza insurrections, and repel inva- 
aloos.

If valid, It completely 
snnuls, for the fime belog, the remedy Yor laeurree 
tlon provided by the Constitution, aod aubstitutes & 
pew xpd unprovided one, Or, rather, it tales that 
very Stato force, strips {tot Its officers, deapoils itot 
Sts organization, and recoostructa ita clementa iader 
a different authority, though under comewbat aleal- 
Int forme, If thls actus nw, it ls wuprome law, and 
the States have no militia out of the clars usually 
called to militia duty ; for tho whole olaae is appro- 
printed au 5 catioanl force under this Inw, nud 
State ono make any Inw that In inaonelatent with it.

Unless there is more magic in 8 name than bas 
over been supposed, this conseript LAW was Intended 
to act upon the State militia, and our question 1s, 
therefore, wether Congreas bins power to impress ot 
draft tho’ militia of the State. I canpot percelyo 
what objection ean bo taken to this atatement of tho 
queatiou, for surely {t will not be argued that calling 
he milltls nationnl forces, makes them something 
oles than the militin. If Gongrese did not mean to 
Graft the militia under this Inw, whore did they ex. 

nf the national forces? “AN able-bodted 
male citizcus, between the ngce of twenty-one 
Bnd fortystive years, residing in thie State, and not 
exempted by toe laws of the United States, with 
certain opectied excoptions, constitute our Stat 
mullitia, Will ft bo anid that the consoript Inw wa 
fot intended tovoperate om there? T think It will 
hot. Then, if It docs touch, and was framed ant 
designed to dtatt thie very class of citizens, no poa- 
able objection can be tren to the above statement 
of the question we have to deolde, 

I, therefore, repest the question with grent contl- 
dence in ita ‘ncournoy, hos Covgress the constitu. 
tlonal power to Imprees or dratt into the military 
acrvico of the United States the mllitis men of 
Ponusylvaniat 

This question hss to be snewered by the Constt- 
tution of the United States, because that iontr 
ment, framed by deputies of the people of the States 
and ratiticd and put into etfest by the States them- 
selves Iu their rexpeotive corporate capneitica, dele- 
gates to Congress all the powers that body can exer- 
Clue. These delegations are clther express or auch 
{ropileations as aro cecentinl to tho excoutlon of 6x- 
pressly delegated powere, 

"There are but toree provisions in the Conatitution 
the United States that eao be appealed to Lo eup. 
ort of thie legislation. Ia our ordinary oditiogs 
hey stand numbered a9 clauses 13, 16, and 17 of the 
VIIT. section of Act t. of tho Conntitution : 

#14, Coogrena shall aye power to raise and sup- 
port armies, but no anproprintions of monoy to that 
ite shall be for a longer term than tivo years. 

"16, Congress shall have power to provide for 
calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the 
Union, to suppress insurrections and repel {ava- 
sions, 

‘17. Congress shall have power to provide for or 
ganizing, arming, ad disclplioiog the militin, snd 
for governing such part of them as may be employed 
In the service of the United States, reeorving to the 
States reapcotively the appolotment of the officers, 
and the authority of tratntog the militia according 
fo the dircipline prescribed by Congress 

\To ralae armica—these are large words. What 
do they mean} Thero could bo no Imitation upon 
the number or ofze of thefarmies to be ralacd, for all 
ponsidle contingencies could not be foreseen ; but our 
question haa not reference to numbera or size, but 10 
the mode of ralaing armies. The frnmersof the Coo~ 
stitution, abd the Statea who adopted it, derived 
thelr {dese of government principally from the ex. 
emple of Great Britaln—certaloly not from any of 
the more {mperial and despotic Governments of the 
entth. What they meant to taske was a wore (ree 
Constitution than thet of Great Britsiv—taking 
thatae.a model in somo thinge—but enlarging the 
basis of popular rights in all respects that would be 
counistept with order and etadility. They know 
that the Britieh army bad generally beea recruited 
by voluntary eplistments, stimulated by wages and 
bounties, aud that the few tustauces of lapresement 
nd forced conacriptions of Innd foreea hail met with 
the disfavor of the Eoglieh ustion, and had led to 
preventive statutes. Iu 1704, and gato tn 1707, con 
Rctiption bills were atterpted in Parliament, b 
Jald atide so uncovatitutiounl. Daring the Ameri 
can rovolution a etatute, 19 George IIL, O. 10, per 
mitted the imprerement’ of “idle aud’ disorderly 
persone not followive any lawful trade, or having 
fome substance sufficient for their subsistence," and 
This waa ne far as English legislation had gous w hea 
our Federal Constitution was planned. “Anucedly 
tho framers of our Constitution did pot lotenft to 
subject the people of tho States to a system of Fon- 
roription wh{eh was applied in the motber couatry 
ouly to paupers and vagabonds. On the contrary, 
Tinfer that the power eonferred on Congress was 
the power to raise armies by the ordionzy E: 
mode of voluntary enlistments, 

‘The people were justly jenlous of rtanding armies 
Hence they took away most of tbe war power from 
the Exceutive, where, under ‘monsrehleal forma, tt 
gencrally realdes, and vested at in the legislative de~ 
parhment, in one’ braneh of which the States have 
{qual representation, and in the other branch ¢ 
which the poople of the Statce are direetly reor: 
vented, according to thelr pumbera. To theee repre- 
sentativer of the States and the people, thie power 
of originating war Was committed, but even tn their 
haods it waa reetralned by the lw!tation of biennial 
appropriations for the eupport of the armies they 
might raise. Of course, no armles could be rnieed or 
supported whieh did pot command popular spprobs- 
tfon, and it was rightfully cousidered that voluatary 
enlistments would never be wnntiog to recruit the 
ranks of auch an army. The war power, oxistiog 
aly for the protection of the people, and lef, as far 
ae it waa ponaible to Jeave it, in their own ‘bande, 
waa tnoapable of belog ured without thelr covsent, 
and, therofore, could never languish foreoltatmente 
They Would be ready enough Co recruit the ranke of 

ay army they deemed neceesnry for tholr safety, 
Thus, the theory of the Constitution placed t 
preat’ power, lo all other governmental powers 
Ulrectly upon the conacct of the governed 

The theory iteelf was founded on {ceo and fair 
clectlona—which are the fundamental postulate of 
the Qouatitution. If tho patronage and power of 
the Government shall ever be employed to, control 
popular clectlons, the nominal reprerentatives of 
the people may ceaac to be thelr real reprecentatives, 
ani then the armies whieh may be raised may not 
focommand public confidence aa to attract the ne- 
cesuary recruits, and theo concept Jnwe and otber 
extra conatitutionsl expedienta may become neces 
anry to fill the raoke. Bat Governmental interfc- 
rence wlth poptilareleations will be subversion of 
the Conatitution, and no constiturlonal argument 
ab assume suob a possibility. 

Could the State Goveroment strike at the war 
power of the Federal Government without endsn: 
fering every man's rights? Ta view of the existiog 
Febellion, 20 mac would hesitate howto annwer this 
queetion, and yet 4 it not equally appatent that 
When the Federal Government uauicpa k power over 
the Stato militia which waa never delegated, every 
man's domestic rights (snd ,they are those which 
touch bim most closely) are equally endangered 1 

The great Vico of the conscript Law im, that It la 
founded oa an aviuroption that Congress may take 
away, pot the State rights of the cltizen, but the 
pecurity sod foundation of bis State rights Aod 
how long ie civil liberty expceted to Isat, aftor tbe 
recurities of olvil liberty are destrosed t’ The Con- 
stiturlon of the United States committed the liber 
ties of the citizen fo part to the Federal Govern. 
ment, but expretrly rorerved to the States, sud the

Unlvoe 
the Government be kept on the foundation of the 
Constitution, we twitate the sin of the rcbels, aud 
thereby encourage them, whilat we weakeo aad dle 
hearten the ftleuda of conatitotloval order nud Kom 
Yernment, The plaintiits 1a thee pills have good 
Hgbt; [ think, ne citizens of Pennsylvaoin to com- 
plain’ of the act In question, not only ox the grounde 
have Indicated, but on another to which I will 
briefly allude. 
The 12th acetion provides that tho drafted poreon 
Shall receive ten days! notles of the rendezvous at 
Which he ie to report for duty, and tho 131 eectlon

“doomed a deserter, aud be sutjest ‘to the peasity

When intelligence came, two weeks ago, 
of the discovery of a plot on the part of the 
Secessionists of Ohio to release the rebel 
prisoners at Camp Chase and seize the ar- 
senal at Columbus, the Copperheads ind 
nantly pronounced it ‘an Abolitionist elec- 
tioneering trick.” Later developments have 
shown conclusively the gratuitous character 
of the assumption, and established beyond 
question that there are as bitter and 
dangerous enemies of the Federal Goyern- 
ment in the Northern cities as in the South- 
em armies, Although the fact has never 
been doubted by any person of intelligence,

VALLAN- 
pienam!!!!? and that if VALLaNpiera 
did not respond he would invade Canada at 
the head of two hundred thousaud Ohio 
muilitismen to escort the martyred traitor 
home to the gubernatorial chair, we laughed 
at the Senator's puerile braggadocio. But 
now we see that menace attempted 
to be carried out, with a change of 
heroes, bow and a transposition of 
the action of the plot. The friends 
of VaLLaNpicHam, below Lake Erie, 
could. not invade Canada from the 
United States to effect his release. There- 
fore, the friends of VALLANprerax above 
Lake Erie determined to invade the United 
States from Canada, and effect the release 
of some other rebel, equally notorious, and 
the choice fel] upon the guerilla chief, 
Jonn Moncay. We are not so mode- 
rate in our estimate of rebel audacity as 
to suppose that the originators of thi§ 
movement would have remained satisfied 
swith the release of the rebel prisoners 
on Jobneon's Island.

THE OONSCRIPTION ACT. 

Minorities are always right, it is said, and } 
while the assertion cannot be accepted in 
view of the recent Union majorities, it finds 
some support in the different opinions ren 
dered by the judges of the Supreme Court 
upon the conscription act. The Chief’ Jus- 
tice, Mr. ce Woopwanp, and Mr. Jus. 
tice THomrsos, in declaring that act uncon. 
stitutional, are doubly wrong, not only in 
the question of law, but in using the law as 
an instrament to embarrass the Government. | 
Tt is not, however, their opinions or pur- 
we shall now discuss; it is the 
very clear and able opinion delivered by Mr. 
Tustice Strone, aftirming the constitu. 
tionality of the act, sustained by an argu 
ment which evades no difficulty and leaves 
none unsettled, 

Whoever reais the Constitution with the 
object of finding in its letter proof that it 
does not authorize Congress to draft into 
the military service of the United States the 
general militia, is confronted by this expré 
provision, ‘Congress shall have power to 
raise and support armies,” accompanied by 
no restriction, excepting ‘this, that ‘no ap- 
propriations of money to that use shall be 
for a longer term than two years.” He will 
be forced to find elsewhere provisions 
which, by implication, restrict the power thus 
formally without restriction granted, or 
to abandon all thoughts of proying that 
the Constitution is violated by the draft. 
And where will he find these provisions ? 
How will he make good his assertion that 
the Constitution limits the power of Con- 
gress to raise armies in spite of this unlimit- 
ed authorization? The diflicultyis obvior 
Ifthe framers of the Constitution had in- 
tended tolimit this very important

Mr. Justice Woopwanrp affirms the un- 
constitutionslity of the act upon a forced 
construction of the clause declaring that 


opgress shall have power to provide for 
calling forth the militia’ for certain pur- 
poses, and adroitly implies, without f 
mally asserting, that this clause is a full 
definition of the only manner in which 
armies can constitutionally be raised. This 
is purely an assumption. It is justified by 
no reference in the one clause to anything 
in the other. The clauses are absolutely 
stinct : one authorizes Congress to raise 
armies, without any restriction as to their 
number or size ; the other authorizes Con- 
gress to call out the militia, with defini- 
tion of the purposes for which it shall be 
called out. Congress may act by authority 
of either clause, or by both clauses. If th 
are intended to apply to the same necessi- 
ties and embody the same principles, one is 
clearly superfluous, and the framers of the 
Constitution were ignorant of the use of 
words. Bfr. Justice SrRoNG is wholly right 
when he says Had any imitation upon 
the mode of ruising armies been intended, 
it must have been expressed. It would not 
haye been left to be gathered from doubtful 
conjecture.’’ Yet itis upon conjectu 
tirely that Mr. Justice Woopwanp has 
based his argument, and entirely upon hy- 
pothesis that he argues that the power to 
raise armies, conferred by one clause, means 
no more than the power to call out the mili- 
tia, conferred by another, 

Mr. Justice Stnone, by an argument 
which exhausts the question, proves that 
a State bas uo power over its militia that i 
superior to the power of Congress to raise 
armies from the general population of the 
country. This is yery near the root of the 
whole matter, He shows that, upon the 
same ground by which the constitutionality 
of the draft is denied, the constitutional au- 
thority of Congress to raise armies vy 
yoluntary enlistment may be denied ; for, 
if'a State has the right to forbid Congres 
to take the militia into the National seryice 
by one way, it has the right to forbid 
Congress to take the militia in any way
